HISTORY 
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Oriental and WetUrn Siberia : A A'tmvh'w of 
Seven Ytari Explorations and Adventure* in 
Siberia, Mongolia, the Kirghi* Steppe*, Chi- 
ne** Tartar*/, and Part of Central Alia, By 
Thoma« Witlam Atkinson. Witb^a Majj 

Our generation abounds in travellers of the 
heroic type. Classical tourists and wanderers 
in March of elegant emotion and philosophic 
reuuhiacenca belong to a different order. They 
meditate among suns. Stained Grecian marbles, 
or ideal cinerary urns, or bright rippling Italian 
lakes, and regions coloured by a thousand years 
of history, are to them more fascinating than 
the secrets of geography, the mysteries of vast 
continent interiors, the tongues of strange 
races, the flow of forgotten rivers. An old 
green wall, damp with dews of time in Ve- 
nice, or the moss that softens to the eye the 
ruins of some fractured fortress, grey and Cyclo- 
pean, has more charms than any unknown rock 
of jasper or chalcedony in the remoteness* of 
Asia, or deserts resounding with the tramp of 
wild horses, or valley ruled by Sultans whose 
names have never crossed the silence of uu- 
searched wildernesses. But the explorer by 
instinct has little sympathy with the scenes of 
immemorial collegiate pilgrimages; to him 
Florence is insipid, Athens trite, even Pctra a 
place full of English and American echoes. It 
is in the spirit of Bronovius that he would 
ransack Tartary; he would be a Tcllei in 
Africa, a Marco Polo in the Indies, a Magellan 
upon the Ocean. Such men are Livingstone 
and Barth, and such is Mr. Atkinson. While 
the African discoverers were tracing ridges, 
forest regions, streams, and the footsteps of 
natives upon the blank spaces in the African 
map, the artist beyond the Russian borders in 
Mongolia and Cluncse Tartary was widening 
the limits of Asiatic geography, following the 
Katounaia to its source, under two little arches 
in the colossal Bielouka hill, gaining wondrous 
glimpses of the Oulan-kouin forest, the Aral 
Noor, and the crests of the Khangni Mountains, 
and searching for the immense chain of Syun- 
ahan, never before seen bv a European "eye. 
It would not satisfy him to "be where Levchine, 
Timkaoski, or Ernian had been, to tread in the 

Blth of Olcarius, or to carry the torch of Du 
aide. His seven years of nomadism carried 
him from Kokhan, on the west, to the eastern 
extremity of the Baikal, a thousand geogra- 
phical miles to the north-westward of Pekin ; 
southwards he went ax far as the Chinese town 
of Tchin-si, discovering to all practical intents, 
he says, the prodigious mountains of Syan- 
shan, a poetical Ka on the river of Tartary, 
following tho track taken by Jenghiz Khan 
when he led his savage multitudes from the 
East, and altogether, in carriages, in boats and 
on horseback, making a journey of nearly forty 
thousand miles. Neither the old Venetian nor 
the Jesuit priests, he affirms, could have visit- 
ed these regions, their route lying far to the 
south, while neither Hue nor Oabet, who reach- 
ed " the land of grass" beyond the Desert of 
Gobi, penetrated into the country of tho Kal- 
kaa. Thus, Mr. Atkinson claims identification 
aa a successor of the intrepid early Dominicans. ! 
for his researches extended beyond theirs, and : 
his narrativo contains descriptions of territories , 
never dreamed of by the Author of ' The Ed ifj ing j 
Letters.' It is well stored, of course, with inci- 
dents of adventure, tho explorer having suffered 



many risks on account of the jealousy of the 
tribes whom his appearance startled, and the 
malignity of the convicts escaped from the Chi- 
nese penal settlements. Still, he bore amulets, 
— a special Imperial passport to bend every 
official neck within the frontiers of Russia, aud 
guns and pistols to impress the nomndes of 
simpler regions. 

His travels did not conduct him by a con- 
tinuous eccentric line from one great point to 
another: they are literally explorations; his 
route, as traced upon the interesting map 
which accompanies the work, represents nim as 
crossing and re-crossing, winding his way 
among the valleys, diving to the right and left 
into geographical abysses, and really gathering 
materials for a gigantic panorama. If several 
illustrations in tinted lithography be specimens 
of his portfolio, he has certainly brought home 
with him the forms, colours, and other charac- 
teristics of a most extraordinary diversity of 
groups and scenes. Judiciously enough! he 
strikes at once into the narrative of hi* more 
adventurous excursions, passing rapidly from 
St. Petersburg to Ekatcrineburg. Thence he 
began to find his way eastwards, descending 
the river Tchonssowaia in a barque of peculiar 
construction. The ribs were of birch- wood, the 
planks of deal, without a nail or a bolt in the 
whole, and with a detached deck so arranged 
that should the vessel sink it continues afloat, 
like a raft, and the crew escape the risk of 
drowning. The navigation was rapid, leading 
through a solitary valley bordered with forests, 
in which the elk was reputed to rove ; but Mr. 
Atkinson, although he would not penetrate 
their depths, enjoyed himself in visiting the 
caverns, sketching the fantastic rocks, eating 
cedar-nuts, and watching the far-off peaks of 
the Upper OuraL ITpon the verge of Europe 
he changed his boat for a tarantasse, and 
started through the shadows of the woods ; im- 
mediately, however, he resumed the route bv 
the river, reached Cynowskoi Zavod, drank 
English porter, Scotch" ale, and Ouralian wine 
on the threshold of Asia, and was speedily 
amonjj the unbounded forest lands of SiUria, 
the pine-tops flaming in the dawn, like the 
spire* of an enchanted city. Here was w region 
of mines ; but the amusement* of the people 
were pastoral, and smiles lit the travellers way 
to the summit of that nnk whereon the fero- 
cious Voguls burnt their chief alive for dis- 
covering to the Russians the magnetic iron ore 
of the district. — 

" A more appropriate spot could not have been 
selected for this horrible immolation. The summit 
of Blagodat in seen as far as the eye can reach, and 
when the smoke of that fearful sacrifice curled up 
around it in black and crimson wreaths, thousands 
of these wild men made the hills and rocks resound 
with sliouU of vengeance and exocration." 

Mr. Atkinson's visits to the malachite works 
and his accounts of Siberian precious stones 
are interesting, although the ground has been 
repeatedly covered by previous travellers.- — 

" On this vast estate of the IVmidorTs, containing 
3.0»5,7"0 acres, nearly equalling Yorkshire, 
Nature has been most bountiful. Iron anil copper 
ore appear to be inexhaustible. Platinum and 
gold are in the upper valleys, and malachite is 
found there also, in enormous quantities, with 
porphyrv and jasper of great beauty, and various 
coloured" marbles. Their forests extent! over more 
versts. and are thickly 
wds arc under the 
supervision of intelligent officers, whose duty it Is 
to hare them cut down in proper succendnn. It 
requires a space of eighty years to reproduce 
timber suitable for the use of the Zavod*." 

The old residence of the Demidoffs is a

groined ceilings in brickwork, admirably exe- 
cuted ; but the family has ceased to reside here, 
although the princely table is spread for every 
stranger with rich viands and wines, — a hospi- 
tality not exuberant if we think of the opulence 
! that flows into the DemidofTs coffers. The 
J entire province is a repertory of natural wealth; 
here jasper, (Kirphyry, and aventurine are 
wrought into columns, vases, and pedestals ; 
here tables of jasper ore elaborated and inlaid 
with figures of birds and flowers and clusters of 
grapes, at the cost sometimes of six rears of 
incessant labour, with vases of pink and yellow 
oolite : here lapidaries cut the emeralds, "topaz, 
amethyst, and aqua-niarina, besides beryl, 
chrysobery], and rose tourmaline. Such riches 
provoke their possessor to luxury, so that we 
are not surprised to find Mr. Salemcrskoi cul- 
tivating an orchard under a glass roof, and 
comiielling oranges, cherries, plums, and peaches 
to ripen in the vulleys of Siberia. Mr. Atkinson 
supplies a sketch of a mansk 
of these lordly miners.— 

"It is an euonuous edifice, forming three sides 
of a quadrangle, with its outbuildings, and enclosed 
on the fourth with a wall and iron railing ; in the 
centre are nuwdvc brick gate piers and iron gates. 
This dwelling of a miner in the Oural would make 
some of our best baronial mansions look insigni- 
ficant if placed in contrast with it. Tile building 
is of brick, now become black from the smoke of 
the iron-works, which stand at a short distance to 
the west. Nor has it been finished externally ; 
only a very small part has boen plastered with 
cement, just sufficient to show the design and 
details, which are exceedingly bold. The Interior 
has been completed ; in the centre, on the ground- 
floor, there is a large entrance-hall, with a beau- 
tiful groined ceiling in brickwork ; beyond this is 
a large room, also groined and made fire-proof, tho 
ceiling well finished with ribs aud tracery ; the 
centre window opens to the Door, leading to a 
large circular portico, Clxin which two circular 
flijjhu of stone steps descend into the garden. The 
whole of this flour is used by the Director for his 
residence. At eaeh end of the building are tw«i 
maguillceut stone staircases loading to the upper 
story, which contains the r.ruici|ial rooms : they 
are most spacious and lofty. 

The people here are mighty hunters, but 
mightiest among them was Anna Pctrovnaia, 
the scourge of hears- young, slim, firm-footed, 
pretty, powerful, and active. In girlhood .-be. 
had sallied out to emulate her brothers, and 
bring home a Imuskiu. It »«» il„ ymuico of 
this Amazon to track the terrible game her- 
self, and once, bearing that a huge Ydack bttir 
had been seen in a neighbouring forest, she rise 
before dawn, rode thereto, dismounted, aud 
found his trail. — 

•'There was a heavy dew on the grass in the 
glades, and she observed that Bruin was

taking his morning nimldo, his track being quite 
fresh. Looking to the priming of her rifle, and 
adding powder from her flask, she went on with a 
firm step. Tho bear had made many turnings on 
his march, but hho followed him with all the ugn- 
city of a blood hound, and never once lost liis trail. 
Hour after Imur passed, however, and she luid not 
caught a glimpse of him. As it threatened to In- a 
long chase Anna had recourse to her little bag, sat 
down t>y a small stream and made her breakfast on 
a piece of rye-bread, washed down with a draught 
from the pure liquid flowing at her feet Having 
ended her frugal meal, she shouldered her riflo and 
again pushed on. She had another lung and fruit- 
less walk. Satisfied, however, that she was on his 
track, she |iursued it till she arrived at a bed of 
hijfb plants, that included the giant fenmd, of the 
flowers of which the bears are very fond.

She 
wa* shortly qn her way hoiiau and astonished her 
family, on her entrance to the oottage, by throwing 
the akin on the floor. .Since this time Anna I'e

Pluming with Mr. Atkinson nnt of the iron 
and jasper into the golden region, where the 
Emperor Alexander himself du^ up n nugget 
weighing twenty-four pounds, we meet with a 
(rood many Englishmen liy the wny, engaged nt 
the mines. One of these met with a strange 
adventure in the forests of the Southern Oural, 
when four wild how*, attached to a carriage 
without a driver, galloped off with him as he 
toy within the vehicle undressed. After flying 
for an hour, like Mareppa in n curricle, he 
contrive*! to leap out, and implored a half-scared 
peasant woni/ui lo lend him her pettier int. But, 
beyond the Holy Luke of the Bashkirs, mid 
within sight of the great mountain, Ireiucl, Mr. 
Atkinson himself begun to witness more savage 
sight*, tsrpecially among the convict colonics on 
the Altai, und amidst landscapes like the ruins 
of a thunder-smitten globe. Down the valley 
of Kaier Koomin— across the dreary Steppe* 
under the snow-piled peaks of the Cholsoun— 
to the KourM 'hume Mountains, and he was tit 
the gates of China.—

Every step in this direction was an advance 
into regions little, if ut all, known to geo- 
graphers. — 

■'To the north of Naryni theru are some consi- 
derable granite rocks rising out of the plain, without 
oik blade of grass growing u]«>n thcui. Them- have 
«w» t»»n held in great veneration, Figures have 
been cut upon them by a race of men of whom we 
have uo record, or even a trace bv which we can 
ascertain either who tl»ey were or ut what period 
tbuy lived." 

From the orange, red, and yellow rocks of 
the Irtisch at Naryro, he descended the river 
in cimoes, catching glimpses of marvellous 
scenery, watching an eclipse of the sun from 
the Kirghis desorts, and experiencing the 
strange excitement of a journey- through a 
country of robbers. However, his account of 
the Steppes and their inhabitants suggests not 
a few fascinations attributable to that tameless 
mode of life. All this [an of the narrative i> 
dniuuitie as well as descriptive, — the records of 
wild adventure being generally too long for 
quotation. But here is n barbarous full-length. 

'• There was one lady sixty years old, who was 
drcssod like a young girl of twenty. Her bead was 
hcdslcked uli one aide with white cut glass lieuds. on 
the other with green glo*s drops, must probably 
origiuully intended for eli»n<k'lior». t.tn nor neck 
she wore n chain, with a huge »;nare hrihuh sus- 
iieiiilnl from it, also uf green grass. Sbo had 
tiraooloU on lier arms stnrlded with yellow glaso ; 
aud round her waist a ginlln with the saroe mate- 
rial. Wilh her pink silk druas. grey glov.-s, yellow 
shoos, and deooratiou*, she was one of tike most 
curiously coMtutuod ludir* 1 ever u*et." 

As a sportsman Mr. Atkinson enjoyed a 
plenitude of excitement, shoot in 



rian deer, and eating venison kaboba in Kalmuck 
tcnta. His ascent of the Rielouka in search of 
the Katminaia fountains is a chapter of the 
most vivid romance of travel, yet it is lew 
attractive than his relation of wanderings 
across the Desert of Gobi, and trp the Tangnou 
chain. Prom one of the pinnacles he obtained 
a view that rewarded him for many a long 
labour and memorable peril. — 

"Immediately beneath lay the OursevrW; for 
to toe seuth-west was seen Oulan-Kotnn I>*aert 
and the Aral-Naur ; to the south lay Tchagan 
Tula, uad the ridgu daeeeoding down to the Gobi; 
ami to the amitb-wrat wo looked upon tin* eruitji of 
the Khangai Mouwtainw eenral peaks comsred 
with mow. This wae a peep far into Central Asia, 
and over a region n*vi r beheld by any Europooa. 
A dim and misty outline of Bogda ( >6la was seen 
riauig al«)Ve the Gobi, and the vast deeert strctchod 
awuy till lost in haw." 

It was Vhen among the singular Kalkas 
people that he first saw a Chinese town, — but 
(lis guides dissuaded him from approaching it. 
Turning northwards, he traverse<t the extra- 
ordinary Mongolian plains, across low, purple 

rivers, of whose names and^mrsos the people 
know absolutely nothing. Wild lwars wero 
limited in thus region. At tho great caravan 
road croissing the (iobi, and within sight of 
Ilka -Aral Nor, Mr. Atkinson reviewed his 
|K*dtion and traced his |>Lans :— 

" After examining my map, I still determined to 
continue our journey a flay or two more in a 
sonUierfy rlirortion. tlwn to 'turn to the weatward 
ami strike upon the river Onninjonr ; by doing this 
I should eutiT the Gobi to the north of the great 
claim. ' ThLiu-cJian ' on our maps — a name utterly 
unknown to the iHttivaa, who call this chain — 
* Sran.«hati,' which I shall adopt whisuever speaking 
of thane mountains. They are tlte highaat in (Jeu- 
traj Asi». an<l amongst than risi» tlutt stujicndous 
mass, -Bsjr.la I >..|a,' the volcanoes IV shan and 
Ho theou. u> see which I was pusliiug my way into 
Uil« -l»-,-,rv- n-gion." 

This route brought bim iuto Chinese Tartary, 
by way of the deserts, imagiiuttivcly described 
by Mr. lie l^uiucey in his story of the Tartar 
exodus. Here was the realm of Sultan*,— each 
holding court in his own encampment, and 
dispensing a jttstoral hospitality to the stranger. 
Tin ir maiuiers have as vet l)cen unmodified by 
inconvenient Western tneories s 
of women. Thus, at a lunquct 

Thi* Kirgbis who sat nearest Uie trays seleeUsi 
the tilings hr liked best, and after eating a part, 
handed it to the man sitting liehind: when again 
diminished, this was passed to a third, then to the 
boys; aud having ran the gauntlet of all these 
liauds and inoutna, the heme reaolim the women 
and girls, divosted of nearly every particle of food, 
Kinjdlv, wben these poor creatures have gnawed 
till nothing is left on the bone, it is toasod to the 
-log.." 

Among these warrior chieftains, Mr. Atkin- 
son witnessed a grand display of Tartar fal- 
conry. The bird had shackles and a hood, 
anil a oavaloade, glittering with sperirs and 
battle-axes, foll»*e<i him to the open plains: — 

" \N <: liasi not gone far when several large deer 
rushed {last a jutting |siint of the reuds, unil 
boundeil over the plain, about liUO yard.s from us. 
In on instant tin- lioaroooto was imhooded, anil liis

ThiTev,a* a sb-iut, aiv.1 away went bis keejiers at 
full gallop, followed by many others. I gave my 



silino beor* in the ' f„ll gallop, followcl bv many others. I gave m 
stalking the S, be- j horse his head, and "a touel, of the whip; in ; 



few minutes he carried me to the front, and I wa* 
riding nook and -meofc with one of the keener*. 
When we were about 200 yards off, the bearcoote 
struck his prey. The deer gasm a bound forward, 
and fell. The bearcoote had struck one talon into 
Ins nook, (be other iate km bank, and with hi* iasahv 
was tearing oot the annual s liver Tb» Kirghis 
sprung from his bursa, slipped the hendiosperttlie 
eagle's bead, mad the ahaeirtBi uswa bis lags, asd 
ramoe-od him from his pray, without rUtftciuty. Tho 
keeper mounted liis hone, bis nansrlint placud tbo 
Iwarcoote on his pen^h, and he was ready for an- 
other flight. No dogs are taken out wben hunt- 
ing wKh the eagle; they would be destroyed to a 
ncrtainty: indeed, tho Kinrhis aasert that be-wiM 
attack and kill the woH. Foxes una lnmied ia 
this way. and taaery are killed the wild goat and 
the leaser kinds of deer are akw taken in consider, 
able iimnber. We had Dot gone far before a hard, 
of small antelopes were seen f soiling oa the plaia. 
Again tbo bird soared up in circles aa lssfortv-tius 
time 1 thought to a greater elevation ; and again 
he made the fatal swoop at' his intended victim, 
and the animal was dead befhre we reached him. 
The bearcoote is unerring in his flight— unless the 
animal can f»cer» "J^ 1 ™!'''^ th " f 0 ^"' " , th ° 

Mr. Atkinson wns now in the Arcadia of 
UMits; and, wlK-n he sat nt dawn gating nt the 
peaks of the Syan-shan, as their tirw bejitned 
out one by otie in the ruby, auroral light, the 
landscape, far aud wide, became wnnn and 
luniniate,-- and any idealist might have fancied 
himself revisiting the glimpses of the moon in 
the age of gold, All was picturesque, primi- 
tive, and yet perfectly free from the asiH-ct of 
poverty so common among liej+wtrous nations. 
On the other hand, the traveller wns uiimerF 
an object of curiosity :— 

" I wore a shisiting picket of rifle green, a 
checked waistcoat and trousers— btrt very little of 
tlie Latter were men as my legs were inserted into a 
pair of long shooting-hoots — a pink oaHroehirt, with 
the collar turned down over a small nook-tie, and a 
large- brtmmeil felt bat that would accommodate 
itself lo any shape. For a period of four years no 
liurlier had touched my silvery looks, and they wore 
lionging down in heavy curls. This was a groat 
wondirr, a* all male heads with them aro closely 
shaven," 

[ The Sultans wore robe* of flowered silk and 
satin, tsrautiiul grejcn boots and yellow ov*r> 
tth»es, and the Sultana* rejoiced in dellcatn 
white turlsitu, scarfs of velvet, pretty vests of 
^ilk, und trousers gracefully furled about t hair 
limbs. It was unwillingly that a traveller could 
part from those happy people, even to attempt 
n visit to the singular (Tiineae town ofTchiu-tu, 
and to touch with his foot the untrodden slop** 
of Syau-shan. Men witli bnUle-Hxeaatnlkeluuit- 
shapesl caps constituted a martial retinue; iuid 
their guardianship was liy no means superfluous 
in that Isirderliuid of China. Unfortunately, 
he was obligci U> be content with a dialant 
ghitir-e : - 

"We were now within a three hours' ride of 
Tchumi, anil neoriT the guide would not go: he 
bad never ts-sin in the town, and luul no vtish to 
vUit it. 1 could woe tin* lake he hart mentioiKsl, 
which is a short distance from the town to the east- 
ward. The building* were aUo distinctly vrsthle 
on the drobvity of a hill; hut there arc I 
odifioos or large archhectaral masses mat 
town. The houses are small, and of no great ele- 
vation. To the north wort of Tchh>ri. the Syan- 
shaji rises into high peaks, but they do not reach 
the snow - lino. After taking my last look at thfl 
town we turned to the north-east, aad rode along 
tie.' plain riaralk-1 tothemowitain<hain, the rugged 
aad riven tops of which were in full view. I Isslieve 
tlu-se ^tulK-Ullous iiumset* were then seen imd 
sketched lor the tint time, liy any Ruropean." 

Many portraits of dewrt princes arc sketched 
bv Mr. Atkinson,— amongothcrs, that of Sultan 
Souk 

"A greater robber conld not be round in tho

Mr. Atkinson's pencil was seldom idle anioug 
theaedeo >rate<i patriarchs, and the landscapes of 
then* beautiful country ; hot we must bring our 
quotations to an end 'with the following little 
hit of natural history 

" It i» a tact well known, that the haar will nnt 
r n fire, but will first 
for, thru return, put 
out the fire, and devour his victim at his leisure.'* 
These extract* will have served to illustrate 
the originality and variety of Mr. Atkinson'* 
observation* and adventures during his pro- 
tracted wanderings through the stiuuge coun- 
tries lying between Tchin-si on the south, the 
Tchapogir gold - district to the north, Lake 
Baikal eastward*, and the (Jural on the west. 
Within this enormous space, filled by n maze 
of rirera, deacrta, valleys, und mountains, the 
towexa of the world, an J Lutatbilcd by scattered 
fragments of nations, he gathered the materials 
of ait animated and intelligent narrative, deepen- 
ing the perspective of geography in the Asiatic 
interior, aud otherwise appreciably enriching 
the literature of English travel.

"Condition nf Women" question is one 
thiit is getting itself asked with increased em- 
phasis every day: it has become like one nf 
those " Prize Knigmas*' put forth in family 
journals, or like that senh-d-up Hank note de- 
stined to lieeonie the property of whoever can 
declare its value and number. We recollect, 
years ago, in an old circulating library to have 
ooue on a superannuated novel, called 'Woman's 
a Kiddle — find it out.' The fair sphynx ques- 
tion has not yet received its reply, judjouK from 
tlie multitude of guesses which every day brings 



limbs : we should see what would coiuu of it. 
Women, we suppoae, . are human beings ; und 
if they were allowed to take their chance ax 
such, instead of having from babyhood lhair 
ininds and morals specifically libelled " femi- 
nine," there would be a i better hope they might 
turn out rational creatures. " Women's rights" 
und " Woman's wrongs" would theu find their 
level, and be absorbed in the wholesome life 
of the community. 

The old-fashioned wmvhna, that " A woman 
was to make herself into a beautiful refiex of I 
her huafaaad," and spend her life " in obeying 
him'' and " making nim happy," have become ' 
doubtful fur two reasons : — one being, that 
the matrimonial superstition about a husband 
being his wife's incarnation of human wisdom, 
» going the way of all superstitious ; the 
other is, that husbands have ceased to be 
plentiful. Formerly, every woman born into 
the nursery might odcujatv with certainty 
on being married. zTtaa, to l>e " an old maid," 
was the consequent penalty for being cither ' 
intensely ugly or extremely disagreeable. All ! 
that k now changed ; in the present day, if I 
a woman with moderate beautv or less for- ' 
tune wains till samahodv comes 'to marry her, 
the chances are that she" will have her waiting 
for her pains 

The peculiarity of modem literature iB, that i 
women are addressed more us independent, and 
less as relative beings,— the possibility that 
they may remain unmarried is assumed, and 
dealt with. This alone marks au advance in 
common sense, in the Imoks which profess to 
inform women of "something to their ad- 
vantage." 

In the two work* at the head of our article 
the key note is—Let women be brought up to 1 
work for their living. This is advice which 
women would do well to lay to heart,— in this 
country at least. Money is power; and if 
women once set to work to earn it, all minor 
points of rights and wnmpt would settle them- | 
selves.

The ' Industrial and Social Position of 
Women' is a portly, ponderous essay, solidly 
freighted with statistics. Tlic tlrift of its argu- 
ment U, ttuit the girU of the middle classes 
should bu brought up to earn their living regu- 
larly, ami ik* a uaUler of course, as the boys 
are,—" to join men in their daily labour, on the 
footing of companionship" The work is very- 
well intentioned, but is over full of words ; 
the meaning is well nigh smothered in them, 
and 'the drift of the intention is much obscured 
thereby. The hook is heavy to read, which is 
a pity ; for everything that tends to give 
women the fixed idea, that it is lietter for them 
to work than to be idle, — to earn money liefore 
they spend it, -and to consider their work not 
an exceptional or amateur state of things, but 
as a rule and not the exceitfioii, — is too valu- 
able to be lost for want- of those well-sharpened 
words, which fix n truth, as with nails, in the 
of those who hear them.

at the utmost he can only abstain from throw- 
ing obstacles in the way. 

The Hrst thiug neeilful to any amelioration 
that women may desire in their condition is, 
that they should consider themselves as rational 
beings, and act accordingly ; tuid we will under- 
take io promise that they will be treaUsd 
accordingly. What tells most against the posi- 
tion of women is, that thoy are ueither true to 
each other nor to themselves; they do not 
stand by each other; each is content to make 
terms for herself, and to give up her neighbour. 
Women won't unite with each other. All their* 
boasted generositv and self-sacrifice aud self- 
devotion is for the soke, of thuir lovers or hu»- 
bnuils or children, some personality of their 
own to be gratified ; they have a scant sense 
of justice, und no idea of the relative claiuM 
and proportions of dutias. If men have all 
these years been in the position of lords and 
masters — the ruling body — it undoubtedly is 
that on the whole they have <iVscmrj i<> bu so : 
no other "rigid prescriptive" will endure the 
wear and tear of actual life. Those who do 
the actual work of the world rule the world. 

.omen have shown breadth and 
of character, sound judgment, 
uul the qualities thut make 
master, they have liad power und inllucuce and 
reverence accordingly.

eve*. Indeed, whether we consider the dispa- 
rity of our forces and the numbers of the enemy, 
or "the utter rout and destruction of their armies 
and the trifling loss of our own troops, or the 
immense amount of maU ritl captured by us, or 
tlit- precision and success of our arrangements, 
and the perfect order, health, and efficiency of 
our army during the whole time of its stay in 
the (lull,- we must in ever}- point of view pro- 
nounce Sir James Outturn'* brief campaign, 
from the end of January to the beginning of 
May, to have lteen one of the most brilliant 
and successful of which the annals of any country 
can boast. Of feats of arms few more extraor- 
dinary can be recounted than the chaiyo of the 
3rd tiombav Cavalry with the Punah Irregulars 
nt Khushab, in which n square of Persian in- 
fantry were fairly ridden over and cut to pieces, 
in spite of discipline, n determined front, and 
unwavering resolution; or than the destruction 
of the fort* at Mohanimerah by the vessels 
under Capt. Young. But higher than even these 
must be ranked the moral character of n force 
among which, in spile of its numbers, " scarce 
an instance of misconduct on the part of anv_ 
individual was brought to the General's notice. 
We may, therefore, very readily spare the single 
feature "which is wanting to render the Expedi- 
tion to the Persian Onlf attractive to the vulgar 
eye and rondonc the absence of what in 
Wellington's rude phrase is styled "a large 
butcher's bill." 

But we find we have been irresistibly drawn 
to notice the latter part of the volume before 
us first. This leads us to remark that the in- 
troductory chapters about the ancient history 
of Persia and the causes of the war seem to us 
simply a mistake. The reader wants to know 
what "Outrom and Havelock did, and it is very 
hard that he must curb his impatience till he 
has waded through a dreary slough of Pish- J 
dadyan and Kainnnn Kings, with heavy patches 
from Herodotus and other school-books, about 
which his "edge" has been long since taken off 
with many a groaning. If, indeed, Mr. Town- 
send, who indites the preliminary chapters, 
could have put his old pictures in new lights, 
and varnished the faded colours with knowledge 
of his own, we might have suffered ourselves to 
he l>orcd for a moderate space of time ; but this 
he is quite unable to do, and, therefore, we are 
sorry that he did not allow Capt. Hunt, of the 
renowned 78th Highlanders, to tell hi* own 
soldier's story of the campaign. This officer, 
who landed ui Persia with his regiment after 
Bushire was won, narrates events from tliat 
point of time, ami consequently begins with 
the assumption of supreme command by Gene- 
ral Outram on the 10th of January, and ends 
with his farewell order of the Otli of May last. 
His narrative is brief and simple, and would 
not have exceeded t he dimension s of a pamphlet, 
but for the two hundred pages of preliminary 
matter with which Mr. Townsend has encum- 
bered it. We say again, that we would gladly 
Imrter this weary Intmdv.etion for a little more 
accuracy in printing, and even the slightest 
acquaintance with the Persian language. We 
should not then Ise staitkd at sin-h absurdities 
fts '• Brigadiei '-General Tarol, CP.., the highly 
reputed chief of the Sciudc hor-*-," "the Hindoo 
A«iuA," "KaluiiiilU Khm" " remonstrated with 
Sadr Aritu, the Prime MiuUtcr of Persia," — 
as an equivalent of which last sentence n Per- 
sian might write "Lonl Chimcellor, an English 
Judge, told me." Some ivords, in fact, are so 
di'figured that even their mother-tongue would 
not recognize them. Who could guess that 
To-nnatu-twl-Sami staiids. for the sixth Arabic 
month, Juiuadu-s ssini ; or that licii-.^ifeJio-- 
Ihuiux- is for KLsakchi-Bushi ( Wo are hardly 
indemnified for our trouble in 



blunders even by learning that hoau jwcwi 
conies from the 'ancient Persic " Hokopaz, a 
juggler," which it does— by a process worthy 

To return to Capt. Hunt and the cam- 
paign. We think it due to General Outram, 
than whom no man has ever had more unscru- 
pulous detractors, more bitter enemies, or more 
devoted friends, to say that throughout this 
narrative he is spoken of as he deserves, — that 
is, as a skilful and chivalrous leader who, while 
achieving all that a good general can effect, 
utterly ignores his own merits. He had landed 
but a "few days when he led the army on the 
3rd of February to the capture of Bttnu-jun and 
victory of Khushab, at which place the enemy 
left "00 dead on the field and lost two guns, 
the standard of their Guards and nearly all 
their mnUrul and ammunition. On the 26th of 
March Mohaminerah was captured and there 
most of the laurels fell to the blue jackets. 
The advance of the land forces is, however, 
thus described : — 

"Our furmation was as follows;— a line of con- 
tiguous quarter distance columns ; a fiddhatlery 
on the right. Next came the 78th Highlander* ; 
then the 2«th Native Infantry (one wing"l, her 
Majesty's 64th regiment, the light battalion, and 
23rd ltcngal light Infantry, the whole covered by 
a cloud of skirmishers. The {mint of attack was 
lliu camp to the left roar of the town of Moham- 
mcrsh, wom* the Shah zadeh had evidently pitched 
his cavalrv and gum, and had been with them in 
person. His infantry had occupied tbo other en- 
campment, about five hundred yards to the right 
of this, and had also been quartered in considerable 
numlx-m in the batteries and date-groves adjacent. 
Cp to the moment of our advance, these troops 
were ilrawn up, in <mler of battle, outside the 
boundary of the Shsh mdeh's camp, the right of their 
line far outflanking our left, which had actually n0 
protection when it had once advanced into the 
open plain, Iwyund tlie 23rd Native Liglit Infantry 
being slightly "thrown bock. This great risk, how- 
ever, causes) no tvnitation with Sir James. Tlie 
j compact rod liattalions moved steadily iv Ok.1t 
I front, and the leading skirmishers had arrived 
within guii-rsuge of the enemy's camp, the field- 
I battery guns actually trotting up to assist them 
■ with their fire against the kjJuUw of round shot 
and grape momentarilv expected, when the Persian 
army seemed literaUy to have vanished, and, but 
I for the tents still standing, m ould almost have in- 
; duced a belief ibnt an illusion of mirage rather 
Uuut the presence of au armed host had been but 
1 mi recently before us. At the last moment all 
courage had deserted the foe. Tile lesson of the 
morning has) been too severe to induce even the 
| shah's guards, with his uncle, a prince royal, 
| present at their head, to risk a repetition of the 
same, although the homes of many and the honour 
of all their eouutrvnien dependctl upon the fortune 
of the day. Their army 8ed, although the odds 
were groatly in their favour, and tbey could hardly 
I expect to meet us under more advantageous cir- 
| cuiiutUnces. Every tent was left standing, even 
I that of their |>rinee chief. The ground was strewed 
1 with arms, accoutrements, ammunition, band-instru- 
ments, saddlnry, carpets, grain, bedding, ami even 
their dinners. Many of our round shot and uncx- 
ploiksl shells also, lay around, with bloody proofs 
of thn mischief they had done, and of the tremeti- 
dous range of the guns they were tired from. Very 
few of their wounded were found among all this 
tWiru; so carefully hail they either lieen carried 
off by tlieir comrades, or concealed by the people 
of the town close by." 

The consequences of this victory were not 
less important than those of Khnshlib, and 
amongst other excellent results, the Persians 
learned to appreciate the Immunity and gene- 
rosity of their conquerors. We rend : - 

" Many of their dead (some eighty or ninety) 
lav unburii-d iu the batteries, even though the 
whole night previous to our entrance the enemy 
had been employed in burying their slain, as the 



newly-made graves on the ground outside the date- 
groves abundantly testified. A toss of 300 killed 
was acknowledged by them ; but, from the dura- 
tion of the fire, it must have been greater. Of 
their wounded but few showed themselves to us, as 
they had ample time to cross the river (those, at 
least, able to do so) while we were in pursuit of the 
retreating snny. It would have been better for 
these unfortunate fugitives had they fallen into our 
hands, as it was afterwards ascertained that the 
Arabs mercilessly butchered every one of the 
helpless wretches that they discovered. The few 

fectly tn^dcTstwsjwas th^indnossTfnr»t,t£at 
imagining tbey were only being reserved for greater 
torture, they for some time resisted all kind of 
treatment — even water — from the hands of their 
captors, — a terrible but unmistakable evidence of 
their own hrutalitv in warfare. Our own casual- 
ties were but ten men killed, and one officer (taou- 
tenant Harris, I.N.) and thirty men wounded. 
The officer belonged to tho Scrainunis. This small 
amount of loss is the more extraordinary ss the 
Persian gunnery was anything but despicable, the 
»lii]« being hulled in many places by their shot, and 
rigging cut in all directions, as well ss boats 
smashed ; 300 musket-bullets were also lodged in 
the broadside of the Ferine alone, and many others 
must also have entered the hayp&cks by which her 
sides were protected — these doubtless saved many 
Uvea from small-arm fire. The Persian guns got 
the range of the mortar-raft (a very small object, 
anil about 1,000 yards distant) very quickly, strik- 
ing it once, and also sinking a boat attached to 
it. Endless tales of hair breadth 'scapes also 
circulated both in camp and on shipboard. ' 

Sir J. Outram followed up his success with 
the energy and daring of a true general. He 
despatched a small but admirably selected de- 
tachment in pursuit of the flying enemy. At 
Awaz, which Mr. Townsend writes Akwaz and 
Akwas, they came upon the Persians. Then 
was seen the astonishing spectacle of a disci- 
plined army of many thousand men retreating 
with all haste before 300 soldiers. The miser- 
able Persians died by scorea of starvation— all 
their stores having been captured, and their 
nearest depot being 100 miles from the scene of 
their flight. So ended the campaign, for in the 
midst of victory the general's arm was arrested, 
and negotiation gave back all that the sword had 
won. Capt. Hunt's narrative finishes with brief 
sketches of Baghdad and other towns on the 
Groat Kiver; from which we extract the follow- 
ing description of a storm : — 

" The approach of this fearful visitant would be 
moat correctly described us awfully sublime: it 
advanced massively and regularly, as though one 
half of the earth had been bodily raised up and 
was hanging in mid-air to overwhelm the other — 
the outer edge ss ala-upt and clearly defined ss 
that of some stupendous projecting cliff, and not 
unlike such in colour, being of a dusky brown hue; 
and near the ground, where the wind rolled it in 
eddies, huge chasms awl caverns seemed formed, 
ss though actually cut out of the solid rock. The 
cattle herded together and lay down, evidently 
terrified, as it Beared them; and the birds, quitting 
the air. also sought refuge upon the ground. For 
a few seconds Iwfore tile crash broke an unearthly 
stillness prevailed, then a few larp- drops of rain 
and a terrific gust of wind struck the steamer, ami 
instantly afterwards the dust storm was on her. 
Daylight became suddenly ami most singularly 
ecUpsed rather than darkened, for though vi.ion 
was limited te very little distance on either hand, 
it still was not the black obscurity which night 
throws around, but rather a thick, palpable veil, 
|>erfectly impervious to view, yet still admitting a 
dusky, subdued light. This lasted for some three 
or four hours, during which dust, so fine as to 
isnctratc within the watches on board, fell thickly, 
attended with a sense of almisrt suffocation; and a 
fierce rushing of tho wind was audible at some 
distance, -although, after tho first blast, a calm 
prevailed near the steamer. Had all the cannon 
in the universe been discharged at the son 
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— the uproar, smoke, and dust from ever so mighty 
a battery would have made but a feeble comparison 
with the grand apcctacle that was displayed before 
us. It was, lit truth, terrifically grand, ami im- 
posed a feeling of awe upon us— helpless an all 
human means mould have been, if involved in iU 
resistless vortex, and ignorant an we were of what 
fearful consequences might be concealed within iU 
impenetrable dopths. All, however, passed over 
without accident, though considerable time elapsed 
before sufficient light returned to enable ui to con- 
tinue our course; and the day closed with a lovely, 
cool, star-lit evening." 

The narrative concludes with the losa of the 
Erin, in which Havelock and the 78th were 
proceeding to Calcutta. The lives of go many 
warriors, who have since achieved such deeds, 
wore thus jeopnrdixed at a moment when their 
aid was so much needed by us in India, pro- 
videntially they were saved, and the gallant 
narrator of the Persian campaign lived to take 
hi* part in the glorious advance on Cawnpore, 
where, he perished of that dread epidemic 
which has no often thinned the ranks of our 
armies in the East. He died, but his name 
will survive among those who deserve well of 
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(Kent & Co.) 
lew edition of this useful little work 
the truth of our first observation on it, 
thai it was a good idea, capable of 
great improvements. As a book of re- 
ference it has been much increased in value. 
Freeh names have been included. A fairer 
proportion has been established between the 
space devoted to certain men, — though there is 
still much to reform in this respect. We are 
ready to allow the wide difference between fume 
and notoriety, anil to see a positive merit in a 
plan which aspires to judge men by the real 
rather than the amiarent. Tbe minister* of 
fate are not those who cry loudest in the market- 
place. We are glad to find space allotted to 
the illustration of real powers, when those 
powers are masked to the public by circum- 
stances or character. But there should be a 
certain modesty olwierved even in doing justice 
to obscure genius. Above all, the celebration 
should lie to made as to avoid any suggestion 
that oliscure genius is blowing iU own trumpet. 
For example, we read of a certain writer's 
youth — 

" Thus ho passed the sweetest and most imprea 
sible period of his life in one of the loveliest of our 
English valleys ; a defile opening out of the rich 
vast ' Vale of Gloucester,' between undulating hills 
of wood, pasture, anil orchard, where the great 
ocean of summer that fills the plain runs and rip- 
ples, curls and breaks Into every exquisite spray of 
wealth and beauty. Midway in this sequestered 
bay, cmlwwered in orchards, and shaded from the 
white winding road by tall evergreens, stands 
* Coxhoroe House,' once the residence of the family 
to whom the chief portion of the hills and valleys 
around belong, sn.l here the greater portion of the 
poet's IBarried hfo lias been passed. Ho was never 
sent to a school, either public or private ; his father 
having strong prejudices in favour of home educa- 
tion ; and with the aid of their mother and a tutor, 
he educated his ten children himself, and has very 
successfully established the possibility of the high- 
est and noblest culture by such a process. At 
twelve years of age the boy entered his father's 
counting-house as a clerk, a position which be filled 
for fifteen years, and so assiduously and dutifully 
that the good old gentleman, a capital judge in 
such matters, was proud to testify that no never 
had a better clerk. While engaged in this some- 
what uncongenial employment bo wrote." 4c. 4c. 
—What mortal care* to read this trumpery , 
In the female biographiea the disproportion of 



allotted space is often absurd. Twelve lines 
suffice for a life of Queen Victoria; but two 
hundred and eighty barely suffice for Miss 
Strickland, the biographer of Queens. 

As s]iecimens of the better sort of informa- 
tion contained in the volume, we extract ac- 
count* of two very different celebrities. Here 
is the note on General Havelock : — 

Havelock, Major-Genera! Henry, C.B., was born 
at Hishopwrarmouth in 1 7P5, and educated at tbo 
Charterhouse. About ISIS, in consequence of 
advene fortune. Ingress Park, his father's property 
in Kent, was sold to Government, and Havelock 
was entered of the Middle Temple, and attended 
the lecture, of Chilly, the eminent si«cial pleader, 
where his most intimate associate was the late Sir 
Thomas Talfnurd, tbe niithnr of ' Ion." An elder 
hrother had distinguished himself in the Peninsular 
war and at Waterloo ; and Henry, yielding to the 
military propensities of his family, endeavoured to 
obtain a commission. A mouth after Waterloo he 
was appointed Second lieutenant in Iftv Hifte Bri- 
gade | the 95th where his military training was 
assisted by Captain (afterwards Sir* Harry Smith, 
the victor of Aliwal. Havelock served for eight 
years in England, Scotland, and Ireland, and 
having at length exchanged into the 13th Light 
Infantry, embarked fur India in 1S'J3. Next year 
the first Burmese war broke out, and Havelock 
was appointed Deputy . Assistant- Adjutant-i General, 
ami was presi-nt at tbu actions at Na|«dce, I'ata- 
nagnh, and Paghan. At tbe close of the war he 
was associated with Captain I.umsden and Dr. 
Knox on a mission to the Court of Ava, and had 
an audience of the ' Golden Foot,' when the 
treaty of Yandaboo was signed, in 1*27 he pub- 
lished the ' History of the Ava Campaigns,' and 
in that year he was ap[Hjinted Adjutant of the 
Military ' Dcp&t formed at Chinsurah by Lord 
Combermerc. The Chinsurah establishment having 
been broken up, Havelock returned to his regi 
ment. He subsequently visited Calcutta, and 
having passed in Hie languages at the College, was 
appointed Adjutant of bis corps by Lord William 
Beutinck. In 1S3S be was promoted to a com- 
pany, after having served twenty three years as a 
sulnaltern. An armv was now collected f"» the 
invasion of AffgtiAiiUun, and Havelock accom- 

Kniod it on the stafl of Sir Willoughliy CoUon. 
e went through the first Affghan campaign, was 
present at the storming of Ghuznoe and the occu- 
pation of Cabul, awl then returned to India with 
Sir Willoughby Cotton. Having obtained leave to 
visit the 1'reaidency, ho prepared a ' Memoir of 
the Affghan Campaign,' width was soon after 
printed in London. He retumoil to the Punjaub 
in charge of a detachment, and waajplaced on tlie 
staff of General Klphinstnne, as Persian Inter- 
preter. When the Eastern Ghilzics having risen 
blockaded Cabul. Havelock was sent to iuin Sir 
Robert Sale, then marching back to India, and 
was present at tbe forcing of tbe Khoord Cabul 
Pass, at the action of Teceen, and all the other 
engagements of that force till it reached Jellalalmd. 
In tbo final attack on Mahomed Akhar, in April 
IHVl, which obliged that chief to raise the siege, 
Havelock commanded the right column, and de 
featod him Isrfure the other columns could come 
up. For this he was promoted to a brevet Ma- 
jority, and was ruade Com|ianion of the Bath. He 
was then nominated Persian Interpreter l» Gene- 
ral Pollock, and was (ireeent at the action of Ma- 
moo Kcil, and the second engagement at Tmren. 
He then proeeedeil with Sir John M'Caskill's force 
into the Kohistan. and had an important share in 
the brilliant affair at Istaliff. Next year he was 
pnmwted to a Regimental Majority, and nomi- 
<Un Interpreter to the Commander-in- 
Hngh Gough. At the close of 1M3 he 
led the army to Gwabur, and was cn 
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natod Persian Interpreter to 
Chief, Sir Hngh Cough. At 
army to G 

„ god in the battle of Maharaj|sire. In IS It he 
was |ntimoted to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel hy 
brevet. In lSI.I he proceeded with the army to 
mi-et the invasion of the Sikhs, and was actively 
in the hatth* of Moodkee, Penoeshah, 
At Moodkee he had two horses shot 
; at Sobraoo a third horse was smitten 
ilown by a cannon shot, which passed throo^l, hi. 
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saddle cloth. On the conclusion of the Hutlc-i cam. 
paign he was appointed Dcrnity Adjutant General 
of the Queen's troo]st at Bombay. The second 
Sikh war now broke out, and his elder brother 
Colonel William Havelock, was klllod at Ram' 
nuggur. His own regiment, the SSrd, having been 
ordered into the field, he quitted his staff employ- 
ment at Bombay in order to join it, and had pro- 
ceeded as far as Indore when his further progress 
was countermanded, and he returned to his post. 
Twenty -five years of incessant and laborious service 
now began to tell on his constitution, anil his 
medical advisers, in 1848, sent him to Europe for 
two years fur the restoration of his health. He 
returned to Bombay in 1651, and was soon after 
made Brevet-Colonel, ami appointed, through the 
kindness of Lord Hardingo, by whose side he hail 
fought in the throe battles of the Sutlej, Quarter- 
master-General, and then Adjutant-General, of 
Queen's troops in India. On the despatch of the 
expedition to Persia ho was appointed to the second 
division, and commanded the troops at Mobam- 
merah, the glory of which action was, however, 
reserve*! for the naval force. On the conclusion of 
peace be returned to Bombay, and embarked in 
the Erin for Calcutta, in which vessel be was 
wrecked, in April 1W>7, off the coast of Cevlon. 
Kive days after he obtained a passage) in the Fire 
Queen, and on reaching Calcutta was immediately 
sent up to Allahabad as Brigadier-General, to com- 
mand the moveablu column, with which he, m 
several decisive actions, defeated tho Mahratt* 
leader, Nena Saltib, slaying his followers in largo 
nuuilier*, and capturing above a score of field- 
pieces ; and whose revenge for which found a vent 
in the fearful and unheard-of massacre of English 
ladies and children at Cawnpore — a deed never to 
be effaced so long as we have British troops on 
Indian soil. General Havelock was m route to the 
relief of Delhi, but these rc[Miatod skirmishes, and 
the fatigues incident to long marches under an 
Indian sun, have caused him to return to Luck now 
with diminished forces. In consequence of the 
Government despatches being so very barren of in- 
telligence, we can but inadequately appreciate tbe 
service* of General Havelock on this trying occa- 
sion, yet sufficient is known for us to observe, that 
uu dignity the Crown can confer upon him will be 
at all equivalent to the indomitable courage dis- 
played by him and his handful of troops. The 
Commander- in -Chief has conferred upon him the 
good-service pension of one hundred pounds a year. 
Jn the LoMdim (lunette of Tuesdav, the 2Mb of 
September 1S67, bis promotion Co the rank of 
Major General was expressed as follows:— 'In 
consequence of the eminent services performed by 
Colonel Henry Havelock, C.B., in command of a 
division of Her Majesty's army engaged in active 
operaUona iu th» fteld in India, tlie vueen has been 
graciously pleased to command that he be pro- 
moted to the rank of Major General in the army, 
in conformity with the 1 Oth clause of the Royal 
Warrant of the tUh OcUdier 1*51, and that hia 
commission shall bear date the 30th July 1857." 
About 162S, General Havelock married the 
youngest ilaughler of the lato Rev. Dr. Marshman 
of Kenunpore.

Hfjurgeon did his best to enlighten their under- 
standings, and everything went on pleasantly 
enough while their mull* produced a supply of 
anulf : but when that nec e s sa ry ingredient to a 
Scotchman 's comfort failed, oue of lliein turned his 
faue towards the dour and the rest followed in 
rapid succesnion ; bo Unit !>efore the reverend gen- 
tleman hod resetted the nineteenth head of hts dis- 
course he was left alone in Ids glory. As on author, 
Mr. Spurgoon is as yet of no note ; his |>roduetiuDs 
have chiefly been tlie republication of old authors. 
Of his sermons, however — those revised by him- 
self alone — upwards of ten thousand are printed 
weekly.'"

Omphalot : an Atttmjit to Unlit the Ccoloejieal 

Knot. By Philip II. Gos»e, (Vim Voorst.) 
Is most of his scientific works Mr. Gosao has 
displayed a decidedly theological tendency. 
He is not satisfied with the facts mid laws of 
nature, ho moat needs clothe them with his 



theolrifrioai views and speculations. As long as 
such views am not ofTenuvcly dogmatical, there is 
no objection to them, and perhaps Uiav serve 
occasionally to relieve the dry details al scien- 
tific descriptions. In his former works his theo- 
logy was Mtbservient to his science ; but in the 
uremRit one he makes bui science subservient to 
his theology. 

In his Preface Mr. Gossc states the object of I 
his work. He believes that amidst all their | 
labours and conclusions geologists have forgot- I 
ten one thing. As the astronomers were pux- 
iM to a* count for the disturbances of Urania 
till after (he discovery of Neptnne, so Mr. Gome 
tielieve* that geologists have l>een wrong from 
having missed u Inw which he lias «rnmbfed on : 

" I venture to suggirst in tiu- following pages an 
element, hitherto oveilorAW, whidi disturto the 
conclusions of geologists respecting tlie antiquity of 
the emrtb. Their calculations art- sound on Un- 
recognised premise*: but tAry httty not aliotrcd for 
the Imw of lSi.ehrouim in Creation.™ 

Whnt this law of Pruebroniam is we may 
perhaps lieet exemplify from the anecdote in 
Dr. Livingstone's recent book, which we have 
already quoted. The Scotch quarmnan, who 
told Dr. Livingstone that—" When (iod made 
the rucks he made the shells in them," an- 
nounced what Mr. Gosse, in more scientific 
language, calls the "law of Prochronism in 
creation." 

Before Geology could he said to have had a 
scientific otistence, ami tlie Bible was tlie only 
book that pretended to clejil witli the great fact 
of tho history of the world, tlie theory of the 
Scotchman was the one whicli even pbilosophera 
accepted as a temporary explanation. But as 
fact* accumulated it Vwntine evident that tho 
shells which were found in limestone and 
other rocks must hnve hnd mi origin similar to 
other shells, and hence that they must have at 
one time been the nbodes of living luiinuils, and 
that these had resided at the bottom of the 
ocean. The conclusion was also arrived tit 
with regard to the ecmsinii of plant* und animals 
higher in the scale of creation than shell-fish, 
that they had lived in previous periods of the 
world's historv, and hairing been carried to the, 
bottoms of lakes, rivers, and aeas^ were heaved 
up by the matters deposited on them from the 
water in which they were immersed. These 
phenomena were found to be precisely analogous 
to those going on at the present day r hence it 
was Inferred, that the rocks now on dry ground, 
and high ubovc the level of the .sea, and con- 
taining tlie remains of animals and plants, 
must at one time have been at tho bottom of 
the sea. In order to attain their present posi- 
tion it was only necessary to suppose that a 
longer period had elapsed in the creation of 
the world than was usually supposed to have 
taken place. At first these views were opposed, 
especially on religions grounds; hut gradually 
the intelligent leaders of the various religions 
sects UfJitne convinced of the untejiahleness 
of the view tluit the world had either been 
recently created or that when the rocks were 
made the shells were mode in them. Nay 
more, several Biblical scholars, amongst whom 
Dr. Pyc Smith should always be named by 
geologists with gratitude, came forward to show 
that the proper interpretation of the text of 
Scripture did not require that any such view 
of Creation should be taken at all. In spite, 
however, of the settlement of this question 
between the most learned and competent parties 
on both sides, Mr. Gosse re-opens the dispute. 
Uc thinks geologists ure wrong, and ste]» for- 
ward to obtrude his views of the interpretation 
of Scripture upon the theologian*. He is an 
advocate of what he mils u " Brnchj -chrono- 
logy," in opposition to u " Macjtt-chrottology.''

There are two ways of explaining 
the existence of species of animals and phults 
on the surface of the earth. Either the higher 
species have been derived from the lower— tho 
Ltunarckian hypothesis — or all species have 
been created at some period in time. The 
latter is tlie view of most naturalists of the 
present day, and on it Mr. Goaso talu* hut 
stand. — 

" I have, in my postulates, begged the foot of 
creation, and I shall not, therefore, attempt to 
prove it- Creation, (he sovereign fiat of A hnujbiy 
Power, give* us tho commencing point, which we 
in vain sotk in nature. But what is creation ! It 
is the tuttdrn buntiny into a eirrfe. Since there is 
no ohe stage in the course of existence, which more 
than any other affords a natural Dommenring point, 
wlmlx e r mui^' is s*'let-t<-<l r.y tru* srriitnlr^ will oi 
Ooil, must lie an nn-natnral, or rather a preter- 
natural, commencing point. The life-history of 
every organism commeaosd at some point or other 
of its circular course. It was created, called into 
being, in some definite stage- Pos-ably, various 
creatures tliflered in this re*|iect; perhaps sonse 
began existence in one stage of development, some 
in another; but every separate organism had -a 
distinct jMunt at which it began to live, lieforo 
that point there was nothing; this particular orga- 
nism had till thin no existence ; its history presents 
an absolute blank ; it uvu iinf, But the whole 
organization of the creature thus newly called into 
existence, look* back to the course of an end lent 
cirrUi in the punt. Its whole structure displays a 
serins of develafnuuuits, which as distinctly witness 
to former conditions as do those which are presented 
in the cow, the butterfly, and the fern of the pre- 
sent day. Hut what former conditions! The 
conditions thus witnessed unto, as being neoessorily 
implied in the present organization, were non- 
existent ; tlie history was a perfect blank till tho 
moment of creation. The post conditions or stages 
of existence in question, can indeed be a* trium- 
phantly inferred by legitimate deduction from the 
present, as can these of our cow or butterfly; they 
r«rt on the very same evidences : they are iden- 
tically the same in every respect, exeept in this one, 
that they were unreal. They exist only in thair 
retults ; they are effects which never had causes. 
Perhaps it may help to clear my argument if I 
divide the past development* of organic life, which 
are nccuuarily, or at luut legitimately, inferrible 
from present |Jienotncna, into two categories, 
»e|«raterl by the viuU'iit net of creation. Those 
unreal devcloiiroent* whoso apparent results arc 
seen in the organism at the moment of its creation, 
I will call i'rr<knmir, because time was not an 
element in them; while those which have subsisted 
since creation, and which liave had actnal existence, 
I will datiiiguish as riiaeh remir, as occurring during 
time." 

In this iraisage lies the point of the whole of 
Mr. Gobies argument. If animals and plants 
were created full grown, and at the adult stage 
of their development, then they possessed 
organs which, if seen hy an anatomist the 
minute after their creation, he would hare con- 
cluded had taken ttow to grow, and present 
themselves in their perfected form. Thus a 
perfect bird would lead to the inference that lot 
feathers and other organs had been developed 
according to known Laws, that it had been a 
chick in the egg, and tho egg had been laid by 
a parent bird. The same argument applies to 
plants. We now give a quotation from Mr» 
(losse, in which he applies this argument de- 
ductively to the phenomena pr es e nted by the 
earth's surface. — 

" It is certain that, when the Omnipotent God 
proposed to create a given organism, the course of 
that organism was present to his idea, as an ever- 
revolving circle, without begmning and without 
end. He created it at seme point in the circle, ami 
gave it thus an 
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involved-all previous rotation* of the circle, though 
only as ideal, or, in other phi**?, prochronic. 1» it 
net possible — 1 do nut ask for more— that, in ilk© 

k as a perfect wholes and that He 
> it at hwo point of that course, 
which act, however, should involve previous stoee*, 
though only ideal or prochronic 1 All naturahsts 
have speculated upon the gnat plan of Nature ; a 
grand array of organic essenc e s, in whioh every 
.species should he related in like ratio to iU fellow 
species, by certain affinities, without gaps and 
withnot redundancies; the whole constituting a 
.beautiful and perfect unity, n harroonioui scheme, 
■worthy of the infinite Mind that conceived it. 
Such a perfect plan haa never bean presented by 
any existing Fauna or flora; nor in it made up by 
uniting the fossil Fauna* and Floras to tlw recent 
ones; yet the ditoomy of ike fe—il \corld hat motif <i 
very signal approach to the jUliay tip of the great out- 
Hut; and the mora minutely thil haa been inves- 
tigated, the more have hiatuses bean bridged over, 
which before yawned between species and species, 
and links of connexion have been supplied which 
before were lacking. It is not necessary, — at least, 
it dues not seem no to me, — that all the member* 
of this mighty commonwealth should have an 
actual, a diachrouic existence; anv more than that, 
in the creation of a man, his fojial, infantile, and 
adolescent stages should have an actual, diachrouic 
existence, though these are essential to his normal 
life-history. Nor would their diachroniam lie more 
certainly inferrible from the physical traces of them, 
In the one case than in the other. In the newly- 
. created Man, the proofs of successive processes 



At to make use of his extensive knowledge of 
natural history for the* nurpose of writing a 
con tro vp rami book, whv should he not take up 
some of the other point* oa which the state- 
ments of the Bible are not in accordance with 
modem science? Why docs he not attempt to 
prove that the seat of the affections is in the 
heart, and of the emotions in the bowels? 
He might also apply his theory to the explana- 
tion of the difficulties of Egyptian chronology, 
If fossils are prochronic, why should not uie 
Pyramids, and the destroyed cities of the 
ancient world be so ? There ore no difficulties 
in history that might not be settled by such a 
convenient theory. Books on such subject* 



could in no respect be distinguished from the like 
proofs in a man of to-day; yet the developments to 
which they respectively testify are widely different 
from each other, so far as regards the element of 
tuna. Who will say that the suggestion, tsar (As 
strata of the rurfue nf the earth, with Uu-ir foatU 
Florai and Faunae, may po—iUyhetony to a pr-xArome 
drsefopineaf of thr mighty plan nf thr lift-history of 
this world, — who will dare to say that such a *iu^'- 
geation is a self-uvidant absurdity' If we had no 
example of Huch a procedure, we might be justified 
in dealing cavalierly with the hvpwthesis; but it has 
been shown that, without a solitai

We would only remark on this postage, that 
it is one pregnant with instruction us to the 
clanger of reasoning from analogy. Defying all 
the laws of inductive science, Mr. GWe assumes 
the troth of an hypothesis ; and, with conclu- 
sions arrived at on this ground, endeavours to 
overthrow the laws arrived at by the collo- 
cation of perhaps a* large a number of facte 
as could be presented Lu any department of 
human inquiry. Admitting tho necessity of 
the hypothesis of the creation of the species of 
hying animals, there is no necessity whatever 
for any such explanation of the occurrence of 
fossils in the strata of the earth. It is setting 
all laws ut defiance to accept the least tenable 
of two explanation*, when the weaker one 
has a considerable amount of experience in 
it* favour; but to thrust forward an ab- 
surd assumption founded upon another, and 
that only a probable assumption, is to de- 
grade the pursuit of science to that of a vain 
logomachy. Mr. Oosse may answer that his 
regard for tho Sacred Book is his excuse. Then, 
why does he not think it equally ripht to at- 
tempt, with some zealots in another Church than 
that to which we suppose he liclotigs, to upset 
our present system of astronomy, on the ground 
t Joshua commanded the sun to stand still ? 
scholars allow, that in its philnso- 
menta, the Bible adopts the prevail-

A cradle for legend more richly dight with 
everything that is fantastic, antique, undpre- 
cious than Cologne — the City of the Three 
Kings, and the birthplace of Cornelius Agrippa 
— hardly exists. To this day, tliat Rhine-town 
bears more of the physiognomy of a scuport 
than any other city we know, as a place where 
people from many countries have gathered 
together and settled themselves. The names 
above the shops — the IxkjIu in the shop-win- 
dows — would of themselves tell this were they 
run through. Here we find a collection of 
national tunes by an amateur of the place, 
signed Zucoaiiiagho. There we come on foun- 
tains of sweet waters springing out in delicate 
contention with the "odious savours'' familiar 
to every tourist (not a whiff worse than t hose 
which swelter on the stairs of many an Italian 
palace), presided over by Zanoli and Farina.

highest heaven, and a flash of lightning ter- 
minated at once his visiun and his voyage, we may 
calculate, with tolerable accuracy, the number of 
hours it occupied. It has lieeu suggested that 
Dante regarded Tuesday, the Sth of April, as the 
actual anniversary of the death of Christ, Isroause 
it was the day after the full moon — and according 
to Tansons, it would appear that, for a similar rea- 
son, Potraroa considered tlie oth of April, 1327, 
to have been the anniversary uf the Saviour's 
death, though it was not Friday. In 1300, Easter 
Sunday was on the 10th of April, that is well 
known ; but ou what day of the month was the 
mouu at the full f Hitherto it haa been customary 
to place it on the 4th— this is a mistake, unless 
the calendar full moon received by the Church b« 
moant ; the actual full moon took place two days 
later. I am indebted to an eminent astronomer, Mr. 
Hind, who very kindly calculated for me the eiact 
time of tho real Paschal full uioou of 1300, for the 
fact that it took place on April the Oth. at 1 A.M., 
Greenwich mean time : this was Wednesday, con- 
sequently, Thursday would Is; regarded by Dante 
as the anniversary of the death of Christ, and be 
would descend into hell at the time of the groat 
commemoration of the Catholic Church, which 
takes plaeo at Home on this day, ami nut, ae with 
tho Anglican Reformed Church, on Friday. 

In tlie but canto of the • Inferno,' v. 68, Virgil 
says to Dante

The night here alluded to as rising in the hemi- 
sphere of liome, was the night of the second day of 
the voyage, according to our mode of reckoning ;

Purgatory was a tedious affair to Dante, — it 
took the best |sut of four days to get clear of it. 
His flight through Heaven, however, was very 
rapid ; he appears to have reached the Throne of 
God in twenty-four hours, thus completing his 
voyage in six days and a half. If to this period 
we add tlie hours passed in the Selva, the whole 
time of the vision will be oxactly one week, from 
the night of the full moon of Wednesday, April 5th,

Unlikely things are sometimes found in out-of- 
the-way plocra. .V copy of the first folio of Shak- 
sp.smc's plays (1623> has Uien met with in a car- 
js;nter's shop near Maidenhead, and is now ill 
proper hands. It seems that it was sold at a country 
auction many years ago, and bought, with soma 
other books, for a few shillings by the |w*ent owner. 
A copy of Spenser's Works, folio, 1013, which 
formerly w as the projn/rty of one of our greatest 
poets of that day, bos also turned up in the same 
neighbourhood, together with the second edition of 
the uotoriuus production of Philip Stubbes, ' The 
Anatomy of Abuses. ' At Reading, only a few 
weeks ago, a gentleman purvlmscd three of the 
tract, of the celebrated Rolwrt Greene, published 
between 1689 and 1017, including 'The GruaU- 
worth of Wit," in which Shakspeare is designated 
as " the only Shake-scene iu a country.'' It seems 
not at all im]irobable that some, if not most, of 
these rarities originally lxdonged to the same old 
library at I'fton Court, near Newbury, out of 
which Mr. Payno Collier's corrected folio Shalc- 
speare of 1032 is reasonably «upt»*ted to bavK 
come. Such, there is some evidence to show, was 
U»e caee with tlo- foli<i Shaks[s*re of I*i2;l, which 
devolved lute the bauds of the carpenter near 
Maidenhead. The library of the Perkins family at 
L"fton Court was sold at the end of tho last, or in 
the beginning of the present century, and the books 
were probably dispersed over the 
nt3ghbourhuoil-

articles, which was lont to the Art-Treasnrs* of 
Manchester, has been returned safelv to the British 
Museum without any accident.

Expose to the 
direct rays of tbe sun, during a quarter of au hour 
at least, an engraving, which had lieeii kept for 
many days In obscurity, and of which one half has 
been covered with an ojaupje screen ; then apply 
this print to a sheet of very sensitive photographic 
paper, and keep them in contact for twenty-four 
hour* in the dark. At tbe end of that time, there 
will bo obtained in blatk a reproduction of Ike 
\chitc4 of that |<art of the engraving which has not 
been covered by the screen. Numerous similar 
ex|*5riments, with paper and other substances, are 
described by M. Nk-jwc de Saint -Victor, in all of 
which ho informs us that he has obtained upon 
collodion plates, upon iodized pn|«T, am) other 
sensitive phutographic surfaces, impressions of 
those parts of joints, lie, which hnve l*eell ex- 
posed to sunshine, whereas, in the same time, no 
tmpreaaion was obtained of those parts w hich were 
Screened from the sun. At |sresent, wo shall only 
luune one of these, which we do on account of its 
very remarkable character. If, after having ex- 
posed an engraving to the light during one hour,

being selected from ' Florence Macarthy ' and 
' Ennui *), which set the assembly in roars nflaughter, 
yet if those same lectures were delivered in Ireland 
the lecturers would be received with biases, or at best 
in silence. We are proud of Lady Morgan and of 
Miss Edgewurth, a* by their genius thev have 
given a glory to our country ; but as painters of

This w ork had formed \hr. article, ' Mol- 
luaea,' in the seventh edition of the t'nci/rlopirdia 
Ilritaui.ira. In 1331, Dr. Fleming was ap|a:iinted 
Professor of Natural History in the 1'iuversity of 
Aberdeen. This position he vacated on tbe occa 
sion of the rupture of the Scotch Church in 1813, 
having taken an active (art on the side of the 
Free Church. Arrangements having been made in 
Edinburgh for the founding of a College with the 
Free Church, Dr. Fleming was appointed Pro-

Brown, ' On the International Statistical Congress 
held, at Vienna, in September, 1857." At this, the 
third of the International Statistical Congresses, 
the govvrnmcntii of Russia, Spain, and Turkey wire 
Yor the first time officially represented. The Aus- 
trian Miuiater of Commerce, Ritter von Toggen- 
burg, opened the Congress with a sburt but 
eloquent address, and Baron run Cxocring, tile 
head of tho Statistical Department, presided at the 
general meetings, which were held daily in the Hall 
of tho States-General. Dr. Farr and Mr. Fonblanquo 
were deputed by the Britiah GoTernutenl ; but the 
latter wan prevent«l fnan attending bv ill lieatth. 
Tlie Government of France deputed M. Txignvt ; 
Belgium, M. Qutftolet, M. licnrehling, and 
Vwschcrs; Sweden, Dr. Berg; Norway, l'rof.

He smpsou that the 
lover of Mrs. Dowbiggm's sister /'.tany, is her 
own, and accordingly chases Mr. Charla R*t>n*an 
(Mr. E. Villiers) through all his doubles, and 
suffers much personal damage in consequence. 
Mr. Buckstone personates the unfortunate school- 
master, and falls through glass hot houses, rides 
unruly bonus, and shoots scarecrows, (thinking 
that he ha* committed murder,) with the most 
absurd industry, in order that his old and favourite 
scholar may be properly taken care of, now that 
his domestic peace is threatened. Having been 
sufficiently laughed at, poor Wallop is convinced 
of his mistake, and delivered into the care of his 
wife, who has, in a fit of jealousy, followed him to 
Dowbiggin's country villa. Mr. Buckstone most 
sedulously improves these well-nigh worn-out stage 
positions, and carries the main action triumphantly 
through, touching the different points with his own 
originality, and Uiu* giving the gloss of novelty to 
the old and even obsolete.

French Theatrical Pmprrtlet.—An often as ' Lee 
Nooes de Figaro' is performed at the Th/iirr 
Praneau the public notices, in the third act, the 
beautiful easy-chair on which Count Alma viva 
pronounces hia judgment. This chair, which shows 
marks of the luxurious taste of the time of Louis 
XIV., together with the stiffer forms of that of 
Louis XVI., is, with its sculptures, gUdings, velvet 
fringes, golden tassels, and amsns, an b««*orical piece 
of furniture. It was the fauteuil de trine which 
adorned, in the Palais Royal, them/on of Philippe 
Egalittf, in his quality of |irince of the royal blood. 
Traces of the crown and tbe arms of the house of 
Orleans are still visible on it. It was given to the 
theatre by Charles the Tenth. Another chair, less 
brilliant, but even more renowned, is that of the 
' Malade Imaginaire.' According to tradition, it 
Is the same easy-chair la whieh Molitre first per- 
formed the part of Aryan. When, at the end of 
the last century, the TM&tre Francait was at the 
Odion, it was visited by a terrible fire. The prin- 
cipal fear of the actors was, that the precious chair 
might bo lost. However, a certain M. Pontua, 
who was employed at the theatre, saved it at the 
risk of his life, hurling it out of the window, where 
it escaped miraculously from being broken into 
pieces- Only with the assistance of an opera-glass 
the antiquarians of the pit can perceive at present 
that one of the legs of Moliere » old easy chair has 
been injured Ijy fire. Another interesting item in 
the inventory of the Thfatre Francait is the bell 
which is heard in the first act of ' Don Juan d'Au- 
tricbe." It is nothing less than one of the bells 
which, on the 21th of August, 1572, gave the 
signal for the massacre of St. Bartholomew. There 
were three of these bells, of different sixes, in the 
Church of St-Germjuu l'Auxerrois, and it was 
they which made answer to the first tones of the 
neighbouring Ixiuvre. During the Revolution these 
bells were sold ; a bell -founder of the name of 
Flaubon bought them, re selling the smallest of 
the lot to the ThiAire Franfau, f<*r the fust repre- 
sentation of 'Edouard en Ecosse,' by Alexander 
Duval, in 1801.— Pari* Journal.
